Office Indicate Hundred Million 


Pounds of Milk Produced. 


Dairy products of Rock county 
ware worth more than a million and 
a half dollars in the past year, accord- 
ing to figures compiled at the office of 
County Clerk. H. W. I/ee for the pur- 
poses of assessment The report also 
shows that 
some 'hundred 
million 
pounds o£ milk were produced on -the 
farms of tho county and disposed of 
to creameries, cheese factories, con- 
denBing factories or 
sold to milk 
dealers. The value of the various fac- 
tories of the county to which milk is 
delivered is placed at some $180,000. 
There aro twenty-one creameries in 
the county whose value is placed at 
$61,750, less than 
$3,000 
for 
each 
plant, probably a very low estimate. 
The number of patrons is placed at 
2,649 and the total number of cows 
at .18,510 or about 900 cows for eacu 
factory. 
The number of pounds of. 
milk delivered to the creameries was j 
54,87D,?.09 yielding 
6 667,993 pounds 
of butter, which was 
worth $1,100,- 
467.16. 
There aro fifteen cheese factories in 
tho county whose value is placed at 
812,400. They have 1S2 patrons and 
2,126 
cows yieldings 7,059,970 pounds I 
of milk, which was manufactured into ' 
675,192 pounds o£ cheese, the value of 
•which is placed at $89,669.46. 
There are two milk condensing fac- 
tories in the county valued at $105,- 
000. 
They have a total of 535 patrons. 
Figures on the number of cows are 
lacking for one of the plants, but the 
other has the product from 869 cows. 
The total pounds of milk received is 
12,205,805, worth $334,4(18.67. 
In addition, to tlie product turned 
out at the various factories there was 
produced on tho farms of the county 
33170 pounds of butter worth $9,298. 
Eight thousand pounds of cheese were 
produced on the farms and was val- 
ued at $SOO, and 123,-140 . pounds of 
milk were sold on the farms.

The Boston Americans won 
the two that they fought to a Ipish 
first beating the Pittsburgh Nationals 
in 1903. After waiting eight years 
from tlie tune of the disappointing 
refusal of the Giants in 1904, the "Red 
Sox" had the satisfaction of taking 
Manager McGraw's men into camp, 
scoring their second victory in the 
banner series of 1912. 
Hitherto the American League was 
solely responsible for Boston's world's 
honors but this year the Nationals, or 
"Braves," which they are aptly called, 
after a rush, which astonished all fol- 
lowers' of the national game are in 
the 
forefront 
of the 
battle. 
The 
flight of the Braves is without paral- 
lel in the annals of baseball. 
From 
last place to first was their ac- 
complishment, 
and 
this within a 
period of Ive years. 
The Braves were lowest 
of 
the 
eight teams in the National League 
on July 18. On August 23 they had 
mounted to first place, tied with the 
Giants. 
It 
was 
ten 
days 
later, 
September 2. before the Bostons went 
into the lead with clear title for the 
ime being, and it was September S 
>efore they finally entrenched them- 
selves at tlte top. But the historians 
of baseball will mark their perfor- 
mance as: "Last place to first in 36 
days. A record." 
Only one team with the memory of 
present day "fans" has 
nearly ap- 
>roached the extent of the Braves' re- 
markable progress. 
That was the 
Chicago White Sox of 1906 in their 
dash through the American League 
«ams from seventh place to 
first. 
The White Sox were a team of gener- 
ally appreciated 
high rank, bowed 
ow with bad breaks during the firsl 
of the season. The Bostons, on the 
other hand, were dubbed the "lowly 
Braves", with little to indicate -war- 
rant to better name. 
"Tinker to Evers to Chance", a bv 
word in baseball circles for years as 
representing the speediest fielding on 
tie diamond in the production o 
double plays, has been supplanted b> 
the relay "Maranville 
to Evers to 
Schmidt." The combination play o 
the old Cubs' infield has at last been 
uttered, largely through the assistance

CARNAGE IN FRANCE 


LEAVES BATTLEFIELD 


A SCENE OF HORROR 


Correspondent VliiU Region Between 


Marne and Aline and Sees Burial 


of War's Victims. 


[SPECIAL TO TUB GAZETTE.] 


Paris, Oct. 
8.—The

describable horror of the battlefield is 
suggested by a correspondent who fol- 
lowed in the wake of the armies as 
they drew away from Paris. News- 
paper men are rigorously 
excluded 
from the region where fighting IB or 
'has recently been going on. But this 
particular correspondent was invited 
byi a Red Gross surgeon to accompany 
him on a visit to the ..theater of ac- 
tivities. 
Views Battlefield. 
"The most awful carnage in 
the 
world's history has strewn the battle 
region east and northeast of Paris 
with countless thousands of rotting 
French, English and erermah corpses 
and disembowled carcasses of horses," 
the correspondent writes. "During an 
automobile tour I 'have Just made of 
the ' vast battlefield between 
Marne 
and the Ainse I have seen evidences 
of the pitiless character o£ modern 
warfare far more appalling than the 
most morbid imagination could pic- 
ture. 
"So unspeakingly horrible ia the 
scene that it is probably principally 
with the object of preventing descrip- 
tions becoming public and making the 
whole world shudder that the French 
military chiefs BO rigorously exclude 
war correspondents from the region. 
"At an amazingly short 
distance 
from Paris, six days after the fighting, 
bodies are piled on the roadside in 
heaps, at the side of which stands a I 
soldier with bayonet fixed. Further. 
out bodies lie in all conceivable posi- 
tions in ditches and fields. 
"The air of these fields is overpow- 
ering. The dead are being buried as 
hastily as possible, 
but the battle 
carnage is so terrific it. is impossible 
to keep time with 
the 
continous 
slaughter. 


Pack Bodies in Trenches. 
"Near Compiegne I 
saw 
pickets 
feverishly 
packing their comrades' 
bodies beneath the ground. Packing 
is the only word for it.

Oise and the Aisne soon breeds indif- 
ference. 
After traveling for miles 
along roads literally lined with bodies 
—many still in positions occupied at 
the time death overtook them—one 
begins to grow callous. Not only men, 
but women, even society women act- 
ing as nurses, become inured, and 
when firing ceases grope among heaps 
of bodies for wounded without flinch- 
ing. 


"While many of the wounds are too 
ghastly for description thousands of 
Germans are found lifeless, bearing 
no flesh wounds, still leaning in 
trenches with rifles at 
shoulders. 
Death in such cases is caused by the 
deadly gases emitted 
by 
melinite 
shells."

fi?^e.r '.\e ooneeation of water in this 
district is expected to be eliminated 
greatly as the present sewers are in . 
efficient to carry off the flood waters, I 
allowing them to stand on the streets. 
The problem experienced is that the 
water comes with too great a rush to 
be carried off m the curb and gutters 
into the tile and smaller sewers. 


With the new sewer every street 
will be connected with inclined holes 
from the gutters direct to the sewer 
doing away with the clogged grate 
troubles. Experience proves that this 
type of gutter is unsatisfactory as de- 
bris clogs the 
holes, sweeping the 
water .onto the street and sidewalk. 


The plans and specifications of the 
sewer call for a shallow depth on the 
upper end, averaging five feet down to 
the ten feet Incline at the foot of 
Pleasant street. At the head of the 
street the incline 
is so great that 
even a smaller sewer would accommo- 
date the water, 
but 
the engineers 


fully prevented further trouble by the 
thirty-inch waterway. Intakes of a 
large and improved type will be placed 
at all intersections affording an outlet 
to the curb water that promises to 
carry it oft. 


Superintendent of Streets Goodman 
expressed a hope that the sewer could 
be completed as far as Chatham street 
this year. 


The advantage and gain from oiling 


of the streets at no time has been 
more apparent than at present. Wher- 
ever the oil—especially the heavy type 
—has been laid the streets are in ex- 
cellent condition, hard and well pre- 
served. 
"Dnoiled streets show plainly 
the ravages of the water, particular!} 
at the intersection where the water 
has swept up the street surface and 
in numerous places washed out dan 
gerous holes in the street and curb 
lines. 


Hills have suffered greatly, the foun 
dation of the streets being exposed 
the water removing the crowning ma 
terial to clog the curbs and sewers 
Great trouble is being experienced 
with the drains because of the leaves

CASE ARGUED TODAY

Third Street Extension and Quss- 


tlon of Damages. 


Testimony was taken and arguments 
it counsel were given before a Jury of 
welve men in Judge B'ifleld's court 
oday in the matter of the extension of 
South Third street. The jury retired 
shortly before three o'clock this after- 
noon to decide on a verdict. 
Judge Pifield Instructed the jury on 
the points to be determined. One ver-

The 
city's assessment which Included both 
the value of the land and the damages 
amounted to $147. The figure for the

AS THE TWIG IS BENT. 
S tho twig is bent so the tree is inclined," is a familiar saying, and 
liko most familiar sayings, as wrong as it is right. 
Proverbs are as great liars as statistics. 
Bend a twig strongly in one direction and it may stay bent 
that way and thus determine the direction of the tree's growth. 
But on the other hand, if it is a certain kind of twig it may rebound to the 
opposite direction and the tree may grow, not aa the twig is inclined, but just 


There- aro some natures which can be bent in one direction or another 
by the application of sufficient pressure in the twig 
stage. There are other natures on which pressure in 
any direction produces exactly the opposite effect from 
that desired. 
For instance, I know a man who is suffering from 
indigestion because he has let his teeth go to rack and 
ruin. 
He hasn't been in a dentist's chair for twenty 
years and the reason is this: "When I was a boy my 
mother kept me most of the time in church or the 
dentist chair and since I 'have grown up I haven't been 
in either." That unquestionably was a case where the 
tree did not grow as the twig was inclined. 
Again, I know a woman whose father and mother 
were very strict with her as a child. One of the forms 
which this strictness took was an effort to crush out 
tho love of dainty things, which is as natural to the 
heart of a pretty young girl as the song is to the throat 
of a thrush, or as fragrance is to the violet. 
They dressed her in needlessly ugly clothes. Thoy 


mado her look unlike other children, and in thus trying 
to mortify her vanity they only succeeded in mortify- 
ing her pride and fostering in her a passionate deter- 
ruination to have pretty things some day, at any cost. 
Since she 'has earned her own money she has spent 
every cent she can scrape together on the most frivolous kinds of clothes. 
Some.' pcoplf think it IK stranse in view of her training. 
Myself, I think that 
with her intense disposition, it is the result to be expected. 
Too nrjcli pressure may also have another ba.d effect. The most capable, 
masterful woman 1 know has a daughter who is painfully timid and indecisive. 
It is astonishing to the mother that the daughter does not have more "go- 
ahead to her." It is not astonishing to anyone who realizes that the pressure 
of one personality has crushed the life out of the other. In other words, this 
mother, instead o£ making the tree grow in the right direction, simply broke 
the twig. 


Tlie birch will bend almost to the ground without breaking under a pres- 
sure that would snap the pine off short. The nature of a child is surely no 
less -complex and varying than that of a tree. A wise mother will know not 
only the way in which she wants to bend the twig, but the nature of the wood 
with which she has to deal.

In our larger cities, particular- 
ly in Milwaukee, one hears so fre- 
luently: 
If he would of done so and 


•o, ft would etc. Now that Is very 
wrong. If you have that speech habit, 
get rid of it. Root It right out of your 
language. It just makes a careful user 
of English fairly creep with horror 
to hear such slovenly speech. Don't 
illow younelf to say such* things. 
Whenever you want to suppose or 


i wish that something had happened dlf- 
jrerently, use limply those two words: 
had happened, had gone, had seen, had 
heard, etc.

MARRIAGE RECORD 


BROKEN LAST YEAR 


Over Twenty-One Thousand Wiscon- 


sin Couples Took Matrimonial 


Vows In 1913. 


[BPBCIAL TO .THE GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wls., Oct. 8.—The mar- 


riage rate in Wisconsin was higher in 
1913 than that for any preceding year 
since the . adoption of the 
uniform 


registration law .according to the stat- 
istics compiled by State Health Offi- 
cer C. A. Harper to be published in 
the biennial report 
of the 
depart- 
ment. During the calendar year 1912, 
20,125 couples, or 40,250 persons were 
married 
in Wisconsin. 
This 
repre- 
sents an annual marriage rate of 16.1) 
Persons married per 1,000 gross esti- 
mated population. 
The 
number of 
marriages has increased from 16,315 
in 1905 to 21,052 in 1913. 
During the calendar year 1913, 21,- 
052 marriages, or 42,104 persons mar- 
ried were reported by the various lo- 
cal registrars throughout 
the 
state. 
This represents an annual marriage 
rate of 17.4 persons married per 1,000 
gross estimated population. Dr. Har- 
per believes that the increase in 1918 
may be partly due to Increased accur- 
acy of registration. 
Of the 21,052 marriages In 1913, the 
statistics gathered 
show that there 
were 15,533 marriages 
where both 
parties were native born; 
842 mar- 
riages where the groom was native 
and the bride foreign; 1 961 marriages 
where the groom was foreign and the 
bride was native; 2,598 where both 
parties were foreign born and US 
where the birthplace of one or both 
parties was unknown or not stated. 
The large predominance of 
the 
brides in 1913 were between 20 and 
24 years of age, the 
same ratio ap- 
plying equally to the grooms. Two of 
the brides were under 15 years; 4,730 
between 15 and 19 years; 9,678 be- 
tween 20 and 24 years; 3,877 between 
25 and 29 years; 1,193 
between 
30 
and 34 years; 78 were between 60 and 
79 years and there was one bride who 
confessed to an age of over 80 years. 
Of the 1913 grooms, 388 were be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 19 years; 
8,349 between 20 and 24 years; 
6,979 
between 25 and 29 years; 2,563 be- 
rween 30 and 34 years and seven who 
w;re ever SO years of age.

Postmaster Cunningham Receives In- 


structions From Roper, Who Will 


* Notify All Patrons. 


In accordance with 
instructions! 
from Daniel C. Roper, first assistant 
postmaster general, Postmaster Cun- 
ningham will notify all'persons whose 
homes are not provided with mail re- 
ceptacles to install boxes or slots in 
their doors. Written notices will be 
sent to them. 


The statement of Mr. Cunningham 
sets forth that the use of private mail 
receptacles in the 1'orm of boxes or 
slots in the doors will obviate the ne- 
cessity o£ patrpi.s responding to car- 
riers' calls at inconvenient moments, 
permit the safe delivery of mail at all 
times and contribuve materially to the 
'efficiency of the service. 
When not compelled to await a re- 
sponse to his ring of door bells the 
carrier is enabled to cover his route 
more expediously and make 
more 
prompt deliveries. With a safe place 
in which to deposit the mail the car- 
rier is able to reduce to a minimum 
the amount o£ mail returned to the 
postoffice because of the temporary 
absence of the patrons or failure to 
get prompt responses to his rings of 
door bells. 


Mr. Cunningham said yesterday that 
the installation of boxes or slots in 
the door will enable the carriers to 
complete the delivery of mail to the 
end of their respective routes. They 
are not permitted to work longer than 
eight hours a day and often when they 
are delayed on their routes they can 
not complete the delivery of all of the 
mall. 
It is estimated that about 40 per 
cent of the homes of the city are not 
provided with boxes or slots.
